Makes Check On 
Gipsy Moth Area 


A thorough survey to determ ine 
the 
m axim um 
bounds of 
Giixsy 
m oth infested area in Pennsylvania 
is now well under way, according to 
a report from federal and state en­ 
tomologists. 
Over 2000 special bait trans which 
attract only the male moths, have 
been in operation since the latter 
part of July in townships border- j 
ing the known infested area in Lu­ 
zerne 
and 
Lackawanna 
counties. 
Specim ens caught in these 
traps 
will greatly aid the authorities in 
determ ining the limit of spread of 
this destructive pest. Entomologists 
explain th a t the period of flight of 
the male Gipsy moth is from three 
weeks to a month. 
The fem ale 
m oth does not fly. 
The spread of this pest from one 
locality to another is by wind, and 
by
